REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Francestown, N. H.: 

| have the honor of submitting to you my first annual report 
upon the work and condition of your schools, 

At the annual school meeting, Francestown voted for super- 
vision and at Keene, July 20, 1918, the supervisory district of 
Hinsdale, Chesterfield and Francestown was formed, and a 
superintendent elected. 

Mrs. Rosa F. Prescott was elected treasurer of this supervisory 
district. 

The distance of Francestown from the other two towns adds 
greatly to the expense of travelling, the trip costing each week 
over six dollars. 

Your schools opened Sept. 10, with the following teachers: 
No. 1, Miss Helena Steele; No. 3, Miss Dorothy Farley; No 4, 
Miss Mary Riddle; No. 6, Miss Beth Jellerson. 

The problem of the Academy was solved in a most satisfactory 
manner. The seventh grade was taken from No. 3, and with the 
ten pupils who wished to do High School work, made a school 
of fifteen. 

We were fortunate in securing the services of Miss Maria 
Richardson as teacher. Miss Richardson resigned from the 
School Board and Mr. Robert E. Jellerson was appointed. 

Equipped with a good teaching force, the schools have suffered 
few changes. Even the epidemic has caused slight loss of 
time and it has been made up. 

We were forced to close No. 6 at the end of the fall term, 
Miss Jellerson resigning, and it was considered best to transport 
the children who could stand the exposure to No. 3. Although 
there are few pupils in No. 6, the remoteness from the centre 
makes it desirable to maintain this school, and we intend to 
reopen it in the spring. 

Your superintendent finds the influence of the traditions 
of the old Francestown Academy in the schools of today. The 
pupils are earnest in their work and have an ambition to pursue 
their studies through the High School. Such is the effect 
through the whole system of maintaining the Academy, and 
we are grateful to Miss Richardson for making this possible, 
in a year when teachers of experience are not to be found. 
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In years past, you have received from state aid, for average 
attendance, qualified teachers and tuition rebates, nearly $200, 
which is not paid this year, because your equalized valuation is 
too high per pupil. It will be necessary to appropriate more 
to cover this deficiency, and your committee have been forced 
to economize in every way. 

The proposed new law will make the school year thirty-six 
weeks. I would recommend this, whether the bill passes of not. 
You cannot expect to keep up with the standards of the state 
and teach two weeks less time. I have made no radical changes, 
but it will be necessary to purchase text books and maps, and 
the sanitary conditions must be improved. 

I wish to express to the School Board, teachers and citizens 
my sincere appreciation of their support and co-operation.
